To Push Taft's Measures. 

When it was reported at the capitol 
vecterday that the president wbuld be 
eatisfied with the enactment of the | 
four measures named, steps were taken 
i> brine all of these matters out of 
-emmittees at the earliest possible 
date. . 

The postal savings bank bil! already 
is before the senate, and an agreement 
between the *unrporters of confticting 
amendments is assured. It is regarded 
aa practiceliv eertain that the bill can 
be passed during the coming week. 

Hearings have been closed by the 
committee on interstate 
me on the. bill to create a come 
reree court and strengthen the exist- 
ing laws for the regulation of common 
corporations. The committee 
will meet tomorrow and at that time 
an effort will be made to report the 
bill at once. 

Although the senate could not 
recdy to take up the railroad Dill 
urtil late in the week, it being 
argued by members of the committee 
that the bill should be reported so as 
to nave it printed and give senators a 
few davs to study its provisions before 
it is put on its passage. AS s00Nn as 
the postal savings bank bill is out of 
the way. the railroad bill will be made 
the order of business and probably 
will be held before the senate con- 
stantivy until passed, except for the 
limited time that must be given to the 
consideration of appropriation bills. 

Court of Commerce. 

No decision has been reached in 
the house committee on interstate 
commerce on the proposition to elimi- 
nate from the administration bill the 
provision for the creation of a court 
of commerce. Even if this is done, 
it is practically certain that the court 
feature will be retained by the sen- 
ate and the question of establishing 
a new tribunal to try cases appealed 
from decision of the interstate com- 
merce commiission would thus be 
thrown into conference. 

The conservation bill that President 
Taft is determined shall be passed is 
sthat which gives to the president the 
“unrestricted power to withdraw pub- 
lic lands tol seitlement and place 
them in preserves that will continue 
in force until restored by him or by 
congress to the portion of the public 
domain that shall be open to settle- 
ment. In the meantime an effort will 
be made by a special committee of 
western senators to perfect other con- 
servation measures so that they wouid 
be ready for consideration at the next 
seesion. 

Hearings are now in progress on 
the statehood bill, but it is unlikely 
that the measure will be brought out 
of the senate committee on ‘territories 
until the postal savings banks and 
failroad bilis are out of the way. 

Issuance of Injunctions. 


The fourth measure to be pressed 
for passage is that relating to the 
issuance of injunctions. Several bills 
on this subject have been prepared, 
but they have not been considered by 
committees. That introduced in the 
house by Representative Moon, of 
Pennsylvania, has been indorsed by 
the president as meeting his views, 
and there are others that are thought 
would prove satisfactory to the presi- 
dent. The senate committee on _ Jue 
‘iielaty will consider the question to- 
morrow. 

Ship subsidy legislation is unpopu- 
lar in so many sections of the coun- 
try that some members are distinctly 
relieved at the prospect that the 
Humphrey bill, reported from the 
house committee on merchant ma- 
rine and fisheries, may not be taken 
up at this session. 

There is a feeling in the senate com- 
mittee on commerce that the rivers 
and harbors bill as passed by the 
house carries about as heavy appro- 
priations now as can be hoped for at 
this session. It is freely charged that 
the house “gobbled up about all! of 
the pie’ available for present distri- 
bution and in consequence much dis- 
satisfaction is heard. Some members 
of the commerce committee have gone 
so far as to argue that the whole

COLONEL LOWRY’S WAREHOUSE PLAN. 


Commendation of any financial plan from The Manufacturers’ Record, 
of Baltimore, is valuable, since that journal is of all others in the south most 
conservative and qualified. 

Lately, it discussed the cotton warehousing plan of Colonel Robert J. 
Lowry, recently elaborated by him in The Constitution. 

After quoting liberally from the arguments of Colonel 


Record proceeds with this indorsement: 


Much has already been accomplished in demonstration of the value 
of closer cooperation between the banks and the cotton growers and of 
the utility of warehousing upon a business basis. It should be a com- 
paratively easy task for such financters as Colonel Lowry to concen- 
trate the attention of everybody interested upon the manifest benefits 
to accrue from the bonded cotton warehouse and to crystallize the 
sound opinion thus. created into a definite and widespread business 
proposition. 


Colonel Lowry has already declared that many 
bankers have approached him with reference to leadership in this import- 
ant undertaking. 

He could perform no service to his own profession and to the south 
more valuable than in enlisting widespread cooperation between southern 
bankers and farmers in a scientific marketing of the section’s backbone 
staple. 

Until a very few years ago, the cotton crop, upon which our prosperity 
is so largely dependent, virtually marketed itself. 

Then came the Farmers’ Union, with its method and its coordination, 
developed until today it maintains a string of warehouses throughout the 
cotton belt. 

It should be extremely feasible for Colonel Lowry to proceed, with this 
as a foundation, to record yet further progress in bringing bankers and 
farmers closer together. 

‘Such a condition would redound to the profit of every item in southern 
agriculture, industry and commerce. Prosperous already, the section would 
experience little aifficulty in storing sufficient cotton to give poise to the 
market. Using warehouse receipts as collateral, it is almost inconceivable 
that the average southern banker would not gladly advance enough money 
to the producer to enable him to carry de staple within reasonable mar- 
gins. 

Colonel Lowry believes 15-cent cotton will largely rule in the future, 
and that bankers would find it safe to lend money upon it upon a 10 or 12- 
cent basis. The perfection of such a plan would mean millions of dollars 
annuaily to the south; it would offer the most direct method for eliminat- 
ing the cotton gambier.

WHAT ABOUT A HOOK WORM CENSUS? 


In Pike county, Alabama, an official of the state board of health has 
been making a hook worm investigation, the results of wnich should set 
every serious-minded southerner thinking. ° 

This official examined sixty individuals, 
families. 

Of these, 35—or more than 50 per cent—were found to be infected with 
hook worm. 

Presumably, efforts will be made to induce these infected 
submit to specific treatment. 

In the majority of the cases they will be successful, though from previ- 
ous observations in the southern states it is likely a variable percentage 
of the people, through either ignorance or skepticism, will object to treat- 
ment. 

We do not, as yet, know the routine procedure of the Rockefeller hook 
worm conimission. But this Alabama instance, as well as others innumer- 
able of the same nature, suggests a productive line of operation. 

In order to grasp the full dimensions of the task of eradicating hook 
worm, it is essential to make what is, in effect, a hook worm census of 
the southern states. 

The approaching federal decennial census will, of course, deal broadly 
with health statistics. It cannot, however, in its very nature, be sufficiently 
thorough to disclose the majority of hook worm infections, for the funda- 
mental reason that millions of afflicted people not oniy are ignorant of their 
visitation, but because also their disease may not be diagnosed by any save 
an expert. : 

The states, individually, not. to mention organized civic bodies, could 
vastly simplify a problem staggering in its most favorable aspects by pro- 
ceeding forthwith vwpon a systematic, if gradual, canvass, looking to a 
census of this disease. 

Such a method would, necessarily, call for the expenditure of money.

UNIQUE HOMICIDAL POSSIBILITIES. 


A curious plea made in the sensational Hyde-Swope murder mystery 
in Missouri must inspire in the thoughtful man a wide series of meditations 
regarding the sinister possibilities of twentieth century science. 

The specific accusation sought to be lodged in this case was that a 
physician had deliberately communicated typhoid fever to his victims. 

Scientifically, such a thing is possible; easily possible under favorable 
conditions. 

For illustration, were it not for the benevolence of vactination 
mander of an army, were he sufficiently unscrupulous and sufficiently mur- 
derously-disposed, could infect the rival army with smallpox. The result 
need not be detailed. 

It is‘ likely the majority of distinctly germ diseases could be bent to 
the same wholesale homicidal purposes. Precautions have largely robbed 
tuberculosis and typhoid of their terrors for the field camp, but other mala- 
dies might be named against which human ingenuity 
no satisfactory safeguards.

“The Empire of Christ’ was the sub- 
Ject of Dr. J. W. Lee’s 11 o'clock ser- 
mon vesterday, his text being: ‘And 

, if I be lifted up from the earth, I will 
oe w all men unto me.” He said that 
thig was a very remarkable statement, 
coming, as it did, from a young man 
who had no army and no schoo! and no 
philosophy and no following. except 
among the very poor. If one were to 
meke a rémark like that today in the 
ruidst of the people he would be re- 
garded as crazy; and yet, after 1,900 
years we are able to understand that 
what He declared that day, He is mak- 
ing good. He is gradually drawing all 
men unto Him. But, of course, it 
order to draw all men unto Him, He 
nust be in ._Himself a climate and a 
country and a realm, and His person- 
ality must be as extensive as hu- 
manity. 

Now, it is hard for us to think of 
this invisible realm, because we are 
not accustomed to it. It therefore de- 
volves upon the Christian ministry to 
make clear the invisible empire of 
Christ, so that everybody @ill want to 
come into it. Is, then, this empire 
sc mething desirable, or is it something 
into which the ordinary mortal does 
rot care to enter? In order to get 
acme conception of fts reality, it is 
well to call attention to other realms 
that are just now coming into the view 
of the ordinary man. 

For a long time the realm of either 
was unknown. When @ man can stand 
on one side of the Atlantic and speak 
tu a man on the other side without the 
aid of a wire we know that there is a 
medium that bears the message, and 
this medium is, by universal consent, 
called either.

We cannot see any of these things, 
hence if we say that we are not going 
to believe anything that we cannot 
ace, we deny the. existence of things 
that we are living in all the time. 

Therefore, when we speak of the

LEGISLATURE HOLDS 


TS LAST SESSION 
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South Carolina Asylum 
Bill Passed Senate 
Without Debate. 


Columbia, S. C.. February 20.—(Spe- 
Cial.)—The last day of the legislative 
session—yesterday—in the senate, was 
witnessed by a procession of business 
that was marked with the dispatch 
with which it marched along to the ac. 
companiment of motions to table and 
motions to adopt. 

The asylum bill passed its final 
reading in the senate with no debate. 
It is provided that two of the mem- 
bers shall be the superintendent of 
the State Hospital for the Insane. and 
the chairman of the state board of 
health. 


The bill providing for the 
winding up of the late state 
sary Was finally passed. 

Garris School Bill. 

When the Garris schoo! bill 
up for discussion in the senate, a 
proposition was advanced to the 
275,000 of the state dispensary funds 
for the public schools instead of mak- 
ing a direct appropriation as proposed 
by the school bill. The amount was 
fixed at the present figure, $60,000, but 
the money comes from the dispen- 
sary funds, The bill preventing de- 
duction from weights of cotton for 
bagging and tiles was passed in the 
senate after much debate. The bil] 
preventing nepotism in the employ- 
ment of professors or other employees 
in state institutions of learning was 
killed. In the discusson of the bill it 
was stated by the senator from Marl- 
boro that although Colonel Simpson 
has three sons-in-law as professors 
at Clemson, they were all professors 
before they became his sons-in-law. 

The South Carolina senate, by re- 
fusing to adopt the report of the free 
conference committee considering the 
railroad mileage bill making  rall- 
roads accept mileage books for trans- 
portation on the trains. killed the bill. 
The bill carried provisions for several 
different kinds of mileage. identifica- 
tion of baggage, etc. The house pass- 
ed the bill after sending the sergeant- 
at-arms into hotels, restaurants and 
other such places to secure a quorum. 
The senate, however, killed it when 
it came back to that body.

Raw silk 
imported in 18:0 amounted to $738,381 
pounds. The figures for 1919 were 22,-

growth has been from $4.000,000 itn 
1870 to $74,000,000 in 1909. In the same 
period the average price per pound of 
raw silk. decreased from $5.25 to $3.33, 


or 37 per cent.

Our Next Pull Is Law and Order. 

“What are someof our local difficul- 
ties that demand immediate attention? 

“The most important, and the one I 
want to present tonight, Is our pres- 
ent disregard for law. This is not 
only true of Atianta. The fact is, it 
is less true of us than many of our 
sister cities. But it is true with us 
that there is not the proper regard for 
law enforcement. Take a recent illus- 
tration. The city council passed a law 
requiring women to move their hats 
when they go into the moving picture 
shows. This may have been wise, or 
unwise; I am not now discussing that 
phase of the situation, but what has 
been the result? An almost complete 
defiance of the law on the part of the 
managers and on the part of the 
women themselves. They have laughed 
at the law. If I were a cartoonist, I 
think I could draw a striking picture 
which would illustrate the present sit- 
uation. It would be ae policeman 
crouching behind. a huge bunch of 
feathers and false hair, trembling in 
his knees like a scared child, and say- 
ing. ter, néip me. of I perish. I 
would picture the woman in the cage 
with an expression of rage and indig- 
nation shouting, ‘Give me liberty or 
zive me death.’ Such is the light 
manner in which our people disregard 
law. 

“Now, why is this disregard of law? 
I think that we can say truly that it is 
due to a lack of conscience on the part 
of the public with regard to the sa- 
credness of law. Our statute books, 
state and city, are brimful of laws that 
nobody ever regards. They are either 
enacted today and repealed tomorrow, 
or enacted and allowed to remain a 
dead letter upon the statute books. 
Our city code is brimful of such laws. 
lam not saying that they are not good 
laws; in most respects I think they are. 
I think the community would be far 
better off if they were enforced, but 
certainly they serve to weaken regard 
for the sanctity of law so long as they 
are allowed to remain upon the stat- 
ute books not enforced. I think, there- 
fore, that one of the things that should 
be done at once is to create a commis- 
sion of wise, conservative men who 
know the law and who Know our needs, 
men of business integrity and moral 
stamina, mot ward-heeling politicians 
and selfish money-grabbers: the com- 
mission to be charged with the duty 
of examining into our city code and 
reporting upon its revision. What we 
want is to enforce the law, and if we 
have worthless laws, repeal them. We 
have got to do it or sooner or later 
crime and criminals will take posses- 
sion of the land. 

“What about the present? 
are we to do while waiting for such 
revision? (There is but one thing that 
we can do and preserve the dignity of 
the law, and that is to enforce it, nev- 
er mind what it is or whom it applies

Federal Government a Disgrace. 

“Then, too. I think another reason 
why we do not enforce the !aw better 
is because of the lack of uniformity 
of the law. Ina country Iike this, with 
a federal and state authority, each 
independent and yet each in a way 
dependent, it is hard for us to get to- 
gether for law observance. 

‘“‘As matters now stand the states are 
almost powerless to enforce thelr own 
law because of federal government in- 
terference. Take the question of pro- 
hibition. Many of the states have vot- 
ed for prohibition and would have 
little trouble in enforcing it, for pub- 
lic sentiment has expressed itself, but 
the federal government defies the 
sentiment of these states and invades 
prohibition territory and issues license 
for the sale of liquors. Any man knows 
that this is wrong; it is a disgrace; itis 
infamous. What we have got to do 
now is to bring presSure to bear upon 
the federal government to make it see 
the !nfamy of this thing. 

“The other night I wes asked to ad- 
dress a public meeting in the city of 
Macon for the purpose of forming a 
law and order league in that city. They 
told me before I went that liquors of 
all sorts were being sold in Macon; 
not exactly as in Savannah and Au- 
gusta, where the state has been deffed 
ever since the passage of the prohibi- 
law. but that it was being sold 
very generally throughout the city, 
and that the good people of Macon 
had made up their minds that It had to 
stop. efore I went to deliver this 
address\I had an investigation made 
of the interna] revenue department in 
Atlanta. I found that there were 1f3 
licenses issued by the Internal Reve-e 
nue Department to men in Macon to 
sell alcoholie liquors. Over a hundred 
of these were to retail liquor, dealers 
pure and simple. Three were to whole- 
sale liquor dealers; the rest were to malt 
retail liquor dealers.

“Rotten Court System.” 

“Again, our law is disregarded be- 
cause of our rotten court system in 
this country. We are so unfortunate 
as to have the fee system for court- 
house officials, men whose business 
it is to persecute criminals, and this 
is a positive hindrance to the enforce- 
ment of the law. For a number of 
years T have made a study of the 
Atlanta system and I ‘unhesitatingly 
say that it is rotten from core to 
cuticle. Just who is to blame for it 
is not perhaps my business to say, 
but certainly somebody is to blame 
and every thinking man fn this city 
knows it. There isn’t a criminal in 
this city that does not know it. At 
this very moment there are literally 
stacks of indictments in the cerimi- 
nal court for the violation of the pro- 
hibition law and other criminal of- 
fenses like gambling.

it is insisted by some that the 
farmer is “free, white and twenty-one” 
and does not need to be instructed by 
others in regard to his duty to grow 
plenty of provisions, restrict the area 
in cotton, enlarge the area in grain, 
raise his own bacon. | agree to that 
proposition in the main. but must tn- 
gist that many a farmer knows what 
ethers want him to do, but ail the 
same, he will not heed. Every one 
will admit that it would be better for 
the farmers of the south as a whole 
to produce all needed supplies so that 
no one state would be obliged to send 
north or west—outside of her own 
borders-——for such obviously necessary 
things as corn and hay, bacon and 
lard. beef and butter, and, In some 
states, at least, wheat and flour. 

But the truth is that so many farm- 
ers, while agreeing to the general 
proposition, think that it is wel! for 
others to do the home-supply act, but 
“as for me, give me liberty’’-—-to grow 
cotten and buy corn and hay; to grow 
cotton and buy bacon .and lard; to 
grow cotton and buy mules and horses, 
“give me death,” or debt and non- 
prosperity. Wouldn't it be fine for 
Farmer Cotton Bale if every other 
fellow wou'd cut dewn his cotton area 
one-third and raise plenty of hog and 
heminy and everything that Mr. Cot- 
ton Bale will be. likely to need? 
Wouldn't it do his heart good if the 
output of cotten shall thus be limited 
to 10,000,000, or less, and corn be 
pienty and to burn, smokehouses 
bursting with cheap bacon and lard, 
and everything he needs brought 
his door at his own price? 

Rut the obstacle in the way of this 
resy desire and expectation is the 
fact that so many of the other fel- 
lows are his own kith and kin and 
are so shrewd and selfish, maybe, as 
he; and so the scheme Mr. Cetton Bale 
would like to see operated falis to the

le 


ground. 

The simpie 
eotton now selling at 
would be a very unwise course for 
farmers to nexiect ehese home sup- 
plies and goin for a big crop of cotton 
this year. lDossibly even a large crop 
—abeve 112.000.9000 bales—-may fetch a 
geod price. dui i doubt it, ecapitally. 

The price has been between 14 and 
15 cents yuite a good while. and al- 
though it seems that it ought to go up. 
the fact is it dvesn't «uv up, and maybe 
it will not. High prices for cotton will 
be followed by high prices for cotton 
eoods or-—the mills must shut down 
and consumption will fall off, for it 
certain that the people are not going 
to consume more cotton unless it be 
manufactured. But, hold on; I am 
' @bout to embark in what sounds very 
like one of these “cotton letters,’ when 
the truth nobody knows what is 
the near future in regard to cotton. I 
note. however. that on the J6th instant, 
in New York City. October futures 
were below 15 cents. 

There is one thing I do know—in 
fact, we all know it—and this: 
As a rule. with but few exceptions, the 
steadily prosperous, progressive, debt- 
free farmers of the south are found 
among those who “live at home and 
board at the same place,’ as the com- 
mon saving is. They have plenty of 
home-raised hog products, nice milk 
and butter to eat and to sell. a few fat 
beeyes for sale every year. 
enough mules and horses to Keep up 
their workine horse-power. and always 
have corn and hay to keep and 
spare. 

Another observed fact: The prosper- 
ous farmer, as a rule, is the one who 
rotates his crops, has home-made 
manures for his cornfields and his 
truck patches, grows plenty of oats 
and cowpeas. and whose farm is slowly 
but surely growing richer and more 
productive as the vears go by. 

f‘oncerted effort to reduce cotton 
acreage and inerease food crops is all 
very well, as far as it goes, and as far 
as it succeeds. No doubt such efforts 
resubt in some measure of success; but 
I have steadily believed that the best 
and most fruitful arzuments are those 
that appeal to the self-interest of the 
individual farmer, and not those 
are addressed to- farmers as a 
Patriotism is not in it, and appeals 
that sentiment are more than likely 
to fall on deaf ears, The average farm- 
er must he convineed that it to his 
personal interest and future prosperity 
to adopt (and stick to it 
and thin) a 
ing, self-sustaining policy.

When is the proper time to use ni- 
trate of soda as a top dressing for cot- 
ton and corn? 

Answer—It does not clearly appear 
whether you wish to add some nitrate 
of soda to a 10-2-2 (or 10-2-4) or wish 
to compound a fertilizer from the or- 
iginal raw materials. I assume that 
you merely wish to add some nitrate 
to one of the above brands of guano. 

For cotton on ordinary worn up- 
lands I have long recommended a for- 
mula analyzing. actually or relative- 
lv. 10-38-53. You may secure such an 
analysis by adding to a 200 bag of 
190-2-3 i3 pounds of nitrate; or you 
may add to 200 pounds of 10-2-2 13 
pounds of nitrate and 4 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash. On the fresh land 
(cotton) the 10-2-2 would answer as it

Answer: (1) You should first consider 
the expediency of giving that land the 
benefit of a rotation of crops—a rest 
from cotton. Plant in corn and peas, 
then small grain (oats and wheat), lib- 
erally fertilized and followed by cow- 
peas—also fertilized—for hay. 
try it in cotton. The usual fertilizer 
for cotton in land that rusts is a 
complete fertilizer with a high per- 
centage of potash in the form of kainit. 
The following would meet the case: 
1,000 pounds of 16 per cent acid; 336 
pounds of 14 per cent dried blood (or 
312 pounds of nitrate of soda); 612 
pounds of kainit. This would analyze 
about 8.66—2.60-—3.46, if dried blood 
be used, and a little higher if nitrate 
be used. (2) I know of no special 
method of cultivating Mexican June 
corn.

Jerusalem artichoke is propogated by 
means:of its tubers, which may be cut 
and planted exactly as Irish potatoes 
are planted. But it is by no means so 
early in maturing as the Irish potatoes. 
In fact, it continues to bear until the 
tcps are killed by frost. Therefore, it 
will not make a fal! crop if planted so 
late as after a crop of oats. February 
and March are the best months in 
which to plant. 

The tubers are not quite so fatten- 
ing as the sweet potato, but are very 
similar in this respect to the Irish 
potato, but much more prolific thau 
either. All of these are far less fatten. 
ing than peanuts. 

Prepare the ground well and fertilize 
< your land is not very good; open fur- 
rows 3 feet apart and plant the cut 
tubers every 12 or 15 inches and cover 
2 to 3 inches, about March 1, or earlier, 
if you like. The tubers are not. hurt 
by freezing, and will remain in the 
ground all winter, and after pasturing 
off with hogs in January or February 
(or earlier, if you like) there will be 
plenty of tubers left to come up with- 
out replanting.
